Our  present 
office  will  remain  open  during  the  alterations. 


ON  COLLECTING  COINS  OF  THE  AMERICAN  COLONIES 

Too  few  Collectors  today  have  a proper  appreciation  or  understanding  of  the 
associational  values  of  their  coins.  There  is  no  question  in  our  mind  that  the  man 
whose  coins  stimulate  his  imagination  to  bring  alive  again  the  historical  period  in  which 
they  originated  achieves  a measure  of  satisfaction  unknown  to  him  whose  efforts  and 
energies  are  devoted  to  plugging  gaps  in  an  arid  and  unending  line  of  dates.  The  latter 
can  be  compared  to  the  driver  of  the  twenty  mule  team  that  used  to  appear  on  the 
Borax  boxes.  The  job  is  hard,  hot  and  dusty,  but  it  has  got  to  be  done.  All  too  soon  our 
man  becomes  mesmerized  by  numbers  and  proceeds  in  a trance  to  the  inevitable  end 
where  there  are  no  more  dates.  On  the  other  hand,  the  Collector  who  can  understand 
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t He  historical  significance  of  his  series  is  in  the  position  of  a man  walking  in  the  hills 
of  New  Hampshire  on  a Fall  afternoon.  The  changing  scenery  and  the  crisp  air  stimulate 
and  refresh  him.  He  can  find  an  almost  unlimited  supply  of  reading  material  so  that  his 
interest  is  not  confined  to  the  accumulation  of  coins  alone.  Each  piece  acquires  a 
significance  and  dignity  of  its  own  and  doesn’t  sink  to  the  level  of  a cork  in  an  empty 
wine  bottle.  \\  ith  these  thoughts  in  mind  we  wish  to  draw  your  attention  to  what  we 
feel  is  a sadly  neglected  field  of  collecting  — The  coins  of  Colonial  America. 


At  this  point,  someone  will  undoubtedly  say  to  himself  that  the  Colonial  American 
coinage  has  hardly  suffered  from  much  neglect.  Collectors  of  U.  S.  Coins  have  long  been 
aware  of  the  issues  of  copper  pence  struck  in  or  for  the  various  American  Colonies  and 
early  States,  not  to  mention  Somers  Island  rarities,  Lord  Baltimore  Shillings  and  the 
Pine  1 ree  issues  of  Massachusetts.  To  avoid  misunderstanding,  we  will  explain  that  we 
mean  nothing  of  the  kind.  We  refer  to  the  types  of  coins  that  were  in  familiar  use  as 
money  of  value  in  the  American  Colonies  during  the  17th  and  18th  Centuries,  not  to 
coins  struck  in  North  America.  Copper  pence  are  of  no  interest  in  this  context  and  Lord 
Baltimore  s coins  did  not  have  a wide  circulation.  The  only  exception  we  will  make  is  in 
favor  of  the  Massachusetts  Pine  Tree  issues  which  did  find  favor  as  familiar  money. 
1 he  rest  of  the  coinage  was  foreign  in  origin.  Since  not  every  coin  struck  in  Europe 
or  under  the  authority  of  a European  power  was  found  in  the  British  American  Colonies, 
the  field  can  be  limited  within  reason.  Americans  today  regard  any  foreign  coin  that 
may  turn  up  in  change  as  useless  and  of  no  value,  so  accustomed  are  we  to  the  supply  of 
United  States  coin  with  which  we  are  all  familiar.  It  is,  therefore,  difficult  to  visualize 
the  time  when  there  were  no  United  States  coins  in  use  in  this  country  and  to  realize 
that  foreign  coins  were  legal  tender,  and  accepted  as  money  until  1857.  With  these  things 
m mind  we  will  proceed  with  a brief  discussion  of  the  coinage  and  currency  problems  of 
our  Colonial  ancestors  in  the  hope  of  demonstrating  how  many  European  and  South 
American  pieces  can  be  considered  as  “American”  coins. 


It  is  easy  to  understand  how  the  English  Pound,  Shilling  and  Penny  were  adopted 
as  the  money  of  account  in  the  Colonies  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  original  settlers 
were  English.  In  the  earliest  days,  to  be  sure,  there  was  little  need  for  cash  and  even 
less  of  it  available.  Barter  took  the  place  of  money  and  commodities  and  services  were 
exchanged  against  each  other.  Significantly,  it  wasn’t  long  before  these  commodities 
and  services  began  to  be  valued  in  terms  of  Pounds  and  Shillings.  By  the  middle  of  the 
17th  Century,  however,  the  economy  had  progressed  to  the  point  where  there  was 
a real  need  for  a coinage  in  the  conduct  of  domestic  and  foreign  trade.  There  were  few 
industrial  enterprises  before  the  Revolution.  Sea-borne  commerce,  fishing,  agriculture 
and  the  extraction  of  raw  materials  provided  the  livelihood  of  the  Colonists.  Now, 
normally,  trading  is  a source  of  cash.  If  a Boston  merchant  shipped  a cargo  of  salt  fish 
to  the  West  Indies  it  would  seem  logical  that  he’d  get  paid  in  cash  for  his  product. 
Unfortunately,  the  situation  was  not  so  simple.  Owing  to  various  restrictions  on  com- 
merce enforced  by  both  the  British  and  Spanish  Governments,  the  merchant  in  many 
cases  took  molassas  for  his  fish,  brought  it  back  to  Massachusetts,  where  it  was  distilled 
into  Rum.  The  Rum  was  sent  to  Africa,  exchanged  for  slaves  which  were  sooner  or 
later  sold  to  the  Spanish  Colonies  for  cash.  The  real  trouble  arose  from  the  fact  that 
the  Colonists  couldn’t  keep  the  cash  at  home  for  very  long.  They  needed  manufactured 
products  from  England.  The  result  was  that  the  Colonial  merchants  had  to  use  the  hard 
cash  their  enterprise  earned  them  to  pay  debts  in  London.  This  left  a shortage  of  coinage 
for  everyday  use  at  home.  The  problem  is  still  with  us  today,  in  reverse,  when  we  read 
of  a foreign  country  having  difficulty  finding  enough  American  Dollars  to  pay  for 
purchases  from  the  United  States. 
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The  first  aspect  of  the  Colonist’s  problem  was,  then,  an  actual  shortage  of  real  money 
of  any  kind.  The  coinage  they  had,  when  they  had  any  at  all,  didn’t  simplify  matters  in 
the  least.  \\  hile  all  accounts  were  kept  in  terms  of  English  money,  there  was  actually 
very  little  English  coin  available  to  match  the  figures  in  their  account  books,  a source 
of  many  complaints  that  have  come  down  to  us.  The  fact  of  the  matter  is  that  Britain 
herself  was  no  better  off  during  the  entire  Colonial  period.  In  those  days  the  wealth  of 
a nation  was  measured  in  terms  of  the  actual  supply  of  gold  and  silver  it  possessed. 
British  laws  prohibited  the  export  of  English  coin  to  foreign  countries.  (1)  After  the 
1680’s  there  was  a shortage  of  English  coins  in  England.  Although  milled  silver  had  been 
struck  since  1662,  the  circulation  of  the  country  consisted  largely  of  clipped  and  worn 
hammered  coins  made  many  years  before  that  date.  England  didn’t  take  steps  to  provide 
her  Colonies  with  coins  because  she  had  none  to  supply,  and  practically  none  for  her  own 
needs.  This  situation  did  not  result  from  poverty,  because  England  was  a prosperous 
nation  of  expanding  wealth.  It  came  about  from  insisting  that  every  English  coin  contain 
its  full  face  value  in  metal  and  then  trying  to  maintain  both  a silver  and  a gold  coinage 
on  even  keel.  The  system  didn’t  work.  Imagine  a merchant  being  forced  to  price  shirts 
in  terms  of  neckties,  one  shirt  to  be  worth  four  neckties.  Presently,  a smart  manufacturer 
finds  a way  to  make  neckties  cheaper  and  offers  five  neckties  for  all  the  shirts  anyone 
will  bring  him.  The  merchant  soon  runs  out  of  shirts  but  he  has  plenty  of  ties.  By  1695 
something  like  this  happened  with  the  coins.  The  silver  coins  became  worth  more  as 
silver  in  foreign  countries  than  the  face  value  in  England.  As  a result,  a lot  of  clever 
people  took  gold,  bought  English  silver  at  face  value,  melted  it  and  sent  it  abroad  to  be 
sold  for  more  gold  with  which  they  repeated  the  process.  The  end  result  was  a shortage  of 
silver.  Even  the  great  recoinage  of  1695  didn’t  really  remedy  the  evil.  And  it  was  silver 
money  that  the  Colonies  needed,  and  couldn't  get.  They  had  to  limp  along  with  foreign 
coins  that  were  given  arbitrary  values  in  Pounds,  Shillings  and  Pence.  English  gold, 
however,  was  available. 

The  analysis  just  given  explains,  loosely,  why  there  was  a shortage  of  hard  money 
both  foreign  and  English,  in  Colonial  America,  but  it  is  not  one  that  an  American  of  the 
time  could  have  made  and  if  he  could,  he  wouldn’t  have  been  much  comforted.  He  knew 
that  he  didn’t  have  enough  cash  to  do  business  with  and  that  was  all  that  struck  him  as 
important.  What’s  more,  while  he  may  have  been  “English”,  be  was  also  American 
enough  to  start  hustling  up  a solution.  As  might  be  expected,  the  Yankee  New  Englander 
was  the  first  hustler.  It  struck  him  that  what  was  wanted  was  a coin  that  would  stay 
at  home  for  one  reason  or  another.  So  it  came  about  that,  in  1652,  the  Massachusetts 
Bay  Colony  decided  to  mint  its  own  coins -the  well-known  Pine  Tree  Shillings  and 
fractions  thereof.  The  officials  of  the  Royal  Mint  in  the  Tower  of  London  regarded  this 
experiment  with  little  enthusiasm.  The  fact  was  that  the  Massachusetts  Shilling  contained, 
on  purpose,  only  73  grains  of  silver  compared  with  the  English  Shilling,  which  weighed 
93  grains.  The  American  Shilling  was  worth  22}/2%  less  than  the  Sterling  equivalent.  (2) 
By  this  means,  the  New  Englanders  hoped  to  keep  their  silver  in  the  Colonies.  The 
plan  didn’t  work  out  too  well.  English  merchants  simply  raised  their  prices  and  the 
Pine  Trees  drifted  away.  Although  they  were  “token”  coins,  they  didn’t  stay  at  home  and 
eventually  the  British  Government  put  a stop  to  the  issue  because  they  felt  that  any  coin 
called  a Shilling  should  have  full  value  in  silver  content. 

The  Colonial  problem  led  to  two  varieties  of  attempted  solution  with  which  we  are 
not  much  concerned  for  the  moment,  since  coins  were  only  indirectly  involved.  The 
different  Colonies  from  Massachusetts  to  Georgia  proceeded  to  put  different  values  on 
coins  commonly  used.  This  practice  was  the  origin  of  different  Pounds  for  each  Colony, 
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and  the  Colonial  Pound  differed  from  the  Pound  Sterling.  Mr.  Robert  I.  Nesmith  quotes 
the  following  complaint  from  none  other  than  William  Penn  in  1700:  “Wee  are  humbly 
of  opinion  that  for  the  more  easie  and  certain  commerce  of  the  northern  colonies  in 
America  under  the  Crown  of  England,  it  would  be  convenient  that  there  would  he  one 
Standard  coin,  or  that  money  were  of  the  same  value;  for  in  Boston  that  pieces  of  8, 
6 Shillings,  goes  in  New  York  for  6s.  9d,  in  Jersey  and  Pennsylvania  7s.  8d.,  in  Maryland 
4s.  6d.,  Virginia  at  4s.  and  in  Carolina.”  (3)  In  the  early  1700’s,  the  Colonies,  in  desperation, 
started  to  issue  paper  money.  The  credit  of  the  Colonial  Governments  varied  and  even 
more  confusion  resulted.  In  1741,  the  Quartermaster  of  the  sloop  Revenge  noted  the 
cost  of  a chest  of  medicines  as  £38/2/1  in  New  York  Currency.  When  he  was  forced  to 
extend  this  cost  in  Rhode  Island  currency  he  added,  “Advance  200  per  C.  — £76/4/2’’ 
reaching  a total  of  £114/6/3  in  Rhode  Island  money  for  medicines  that  cost  in  a third 
of  that  figure  in  New  York  Pounds.  (4) 


So  much  for  the  background  that  we  hope  explains  to  some  extent  something  of  the 
coinage  difficulties  that  faced  the  Colonists.  It  is  now  time  to  consider  just  what  kind  of 
coins  they  actually  came  to  use,  apart  from  their  own  Shillings,  homemade  in  Boston. 
It  is  safe  to  assume  that  most  Collectors  are  familiar  with  the  “Piece  of  Eight”,  or 
“Spanish  Milled  Dollar”,  as  they  were  referred  to  at  the  time  of  the  Revolution.  This 
coin  is  produced  over  and  over  as  the  ancestor  of  our  Dollar  today,  and  correctly  so. 
Not  so  familiar  are  the  other  coins  that  should  be  equally  well-known,  and  certainly 
were  to  the  17th  and  18th  Century  American.  The  “Spanish  Milled  Dollar’’,  dear  to  the 
Continental  Congress,  was  the  last  coin  in  a long  series  of  European,  Spanish  and  Spanish 
Colonial  issues  that  circulated  before  the  Revolution.  It  might  be  well  to  make  a 
distinction  here  between  a “Piece  of  Eight”  and  the  milled  variety  of  Dollar  just  referred 
to.  When  William  Penn  quoted  the  values  of  a Piece  of  Eight  in  the  different  Colonies, 
he  was  not  thinking  of  the  handsome  Pillar  Dollar  for  the  very  good  reason  that  this 
coin  didn’t  appear  on  the  scene  until  after  1732,  the  first  year  it  was  issued.  For  years  a 
Piece  of  Eight  was  generally  the  crude  hammered  Cob  coin  that  has  relatively  recently 
become  popular.  We  will  return  to  these  coins  shortly. 


There  are  two  general  sources  of  information  about  the  coins  used  in  the  American 
Colonies.  For  purposes  of  convenience,  one  variety  of  evidence  can  be  called  written  — 
contemporary  documents,  letters  and  newspaper  reports  of  the  times.  The  other  variety 
is  Numismatic  in  that  it  depends  on  actual  coins  discovered  singly  or  in  hoards  that 
we  know  must  have  come  down  undisturbed  from  Colonial  times.  It  is  not  the  intent 
of  this  article  to  quote  more  evidence  than  is  necessary  to  inspire  the  reader  to  look 
for  some  himself.  The  object  would  be  lost  if  the  Collector  did  not  feel  an  urge  to  go 
in  search  of  similar  material  about  his  own  coins. 


An  excellent  piece  of  evidence  of  the  first  catagory  just  mentioned  is  contained  in 
a Proclamation  by  Queen  Anne,  dated  June  18th,  1704,  “For  settleing  and  ascertaining 
the  current  rates  of  Foreign  coins  in  her  Majestie’s  colonics  and  plantations  in  America”  (5) 
After  explaining  the  difficulties  that  had  arisen  over  different  valuations  for  the  same 
coins  in  different  Colonies,  the  Proclamation  proceeds  to  list  the  coins  in  common 
use  and  weight  of  each.  Eliminating  the  weights,  these  coins  were  described  as 
“Sevill  pieces  of  eight,  Mexico  pieces  of  eight,  Pillar  pieces  of  eight,  Peru  pieces  of 
eight,  Duccatoons  of  Flanders,  Ecus  of  France,  or  the  silver  Lewis,  Crusadoes  of 
Portugal,  Three  Gilder  pieces  of  Holland  ....  the  half,  quarters  and  other  parts  in 
proportion.”  While  the  percentage  of  Spanish  and  Spanish  Colonial  coins  in  this  list  is 
high,  the  presence  of  the  other  coins  should  be  noted.  One  difficulty  with  old  documents 
stems  from  the  terminology  and  description  of  the  coins  that  are  not  familiar  to  us  today. 
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Coins  actually  discovered  at  later  dates  overcome  this  difficulty,  since  they  are  generally 
described  in  more  familiar  language. 


Since  the  variety  of  coins  in  circulation  in  the  Colonies  has  been  mentioned,  it  is 
interesting  to  see  how  the  evidence  of  coin  discoveries  both  emphasize  this  aspect  of 
the  matter  and,  at  the  same  time,  serve  to  set  limitations.  In  June  1873,  a Dr.  John  M. 
Cummings  presented  two  pieces  discovered  by  him  on  Richmond  Island,  Maine,  to  the 
Maine  General  Hospital  Fair  held  in  Portland.  The  were  described  as,  “a  silver  sixpence, 
three  hundred  years  old,  bearing  the  date  1573.  1 he  other,  a gold  sovereign,  represents 
the  crowned  head  of  the  king  with  double  ruff  around  the  neck  and  a robe  over  the 
shoulder;  the  figures  behind  the  head  and  the  title,  ‘Carolus  D.  G.  Mag.  Br.  hr.  et  Hib. 
Rex.’”  (6)  This  latter  piece  is  plainly  a Unite  of  Charles  I rather  than  a Sovereign. 
Also  in  June  1873,  one  of  New  York's  late  great  numismatists,  Mr.  David  Proskey, 
contributed  the  following  to  the  American  Journal  of  Numismatics; 


“A  Louis  d’or  dated  1694,  was  found  on  June  7th,  by  Air.  J.  R.  Clark  of  Sailor  s 
Snug  Harbor,  Staten  Island,  while  plowing  in  a field  on  his  farm.  The  piece  is  in 
fine  condition  and  supposed  to  have  been  the  property  of  the  ‘Huguenots  who 
came  to  this  country  in  the  time  of  Louis  XIV  and  settled,  I believe,  on  Staten 
Island.  On  that  account  the  piece  is  historically  valuable.  About  a year  ago,  I 
found  a silver  piece  of  nearly  the  same  size,  and  dated  1653,  not  far  from  where 
the  gold  piece  was  found  and  in  prime  condition  also.”  (7) 


But  it  took  the  Dixon  brothers  to  make  a really  romantic  find,  that  was  immediately 
ascribed  to  Captain  Kidd.  The  Elizabeth,  N.  J.,  Daily  Monitor  reported,  on  Alay  22,  1873, 
that  the  three  Dixons  had  gone  raking  for  oysters  in  M orris  creek  the  day  before.  Be- 
tween the  three  of  them  they  found  sixty-two  silver  coins.  ‘‘Some  of  the  coins  have  ? 
dragon  on  one  side  and  the  old  Spanish  coat  of  arms  on  the  other.  Immediately,  one 
hundred  oystermen  started  to  rake  Alorris  Creek  and  “many  of  them  have  found  ad- 
ditional treasure.”  Fortunately,  Air.  E.  J.  Cleveland,  described  as  a “numismatologist 
was  called  to  examine  the  Dixon  find.  He  reported,  with  a tantalizing  and  off-hand  lack 
of  detail, 

“The  coins  are  mostly  dollars  which  were  coined  into  money  at  the  silver  mines 
of  Peru.  They  are  known  as  ‘Cob’  Dollars  and  bear  the  stamp  of  the  Spanish 
Government.  They  are  irregular  because  no  collar  was  used  in  the  coining.  (8) 

One  wishes  that  the  “numismatologist”  had  been  more  explicit  about  the  coins  that 
weren’t  Peruvian  Cobs.  The  fact  that  the  finders  said  that  some  had  a dragon  on  one 
side  strongly  suggests  that  there  were  a group  of  Lion  Dollars  of  the  Netherlands  in 
among  the  lot. 

By  far  the  most  interesting  American  coin  discovery,  however,  was  the  Castine 
Hoard,  that  came  to  light  in  November  1840  near  Penobscot,  Maine.  While  the  majority 
of  the  pieces  went  into  the  melting  pot,  a selection  of  seventeen  was  made  available 
to  a Mr.  Joseph  Williamson,  who  knew  with  what  he  was  dealing.  Mr.  Williamson  noted 
that  the  coins  were  French,  Spanish,  Spanish  American,  Portuguese,  Dutch  and  English, 
with  a liberal  sprinkling  of  Pine  Tree  pieces.  Fortunately,  this  hoard  has  been  written 
up  in  recent  years  by  Air.  Sydney  P.  Noe  of  the  American  Numismatic  Society  and  is 
available  in  the  Society’s  Alonograph  No.  100.  Air.  Williamson  saw  only  two  English 
pieces  in  the  group  and  estimated  that  the  majority  of  the  coins  were  French,  Spanish 
Cob  Dollars,  and  fractions.  Among  the  seventeen  he  chose  as  representative  of  the 
group,  he  included  one  3 Guilder  piece  and  one  Lion  Dollar  of  the  Netherlands.  He  also 
chose  a hammered  shilling  of  Charles  I.  In  this  connection,  it  can  be  noted  that  the 
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English  coins  brought  to  this  country  prior  to  1700  almost  all  appear  to  have  been  the 
hammered  issues  of  Elizabeth,  James  and  Charles,  as  the  finds  mentioned  here  indicate. 
The  Castine  coins  were  probably  buried  in  the  1690’s  by  a group  of  French  traders  fleeing 
Indian  attacks.  The  fact  that  there  was  no  gold  is  indicative  of  the  importance  of  silver 
in  the  early  Colonial  economy.  (9) 

The  coin  types  mentioned  so  far  all  have  one  common  denominator.  No  matter  how 
diverse  their  origins,  they  all  were  issued  by  Powers  that  played  dominent  roles,  either 
political  or  commercial,  during  the  period  under  discussion.  As  the  18th  Century  pro- 
gressed, it  was  natural  that  the  percentage  of  Spanish  American  coins  in  circulation 
should  become  a larger  and  larger  part  of  the  total.  The  South  American  Mines  produced 
prodigious  quantities  of  the  precious  metals.  The  growing  commercial  interests  of  the 
British  North  American  Colonies  siphoned  some  off  this  tremendous  output.  In  this 
connection,  it  must  be  remembered  that  the  coinage  of  the  handsome  milled  Pillar 
Dollars  after  1732  did  not  mean  that  the  rough  cob  pieces  ceased  to  be  struck  in  both 
gold  and  silver.  The  new  minting  machinery  was  not  able  to  keep  up  with  the  output  of 
metals  from  the  mines  so  that  the  old  crude  hand  hammered  methods  remained  in  use 
because  of  the  shortage  of  equipment  and  skilled  labor.  The  word  “cob”,  as  Dr.  Pradeau 
explains  on  page  42  of  his  “Numismatic  History  of  Mexico”  is  an  English  contraction 
of  the  Spanish  “cabo  de  barra,”  meaning  “cut  from  a bar.”  Mr.  Nesmith  makes  the 
following  interesting  comment  on  the  minting  of  the  Cobs: 

“From  the  study  of  neary  200  Lima  and  Potosi  ‘pieces  of  eight’  from  one 
hoard,  the  method  of  cutting  ‘cob’  blanks  was  deduced.  The  blanks  were  cut  from 
1 1 a t , cast  bars  of  silver.  They  were  not  sliced  like  bologna  from  a round  bar.  The 
shape  of  the  blank  depended  on  the  width  of  the  cast  bar.  The  cast  edges  and  cut 
edges  can  be  seen  on  these  ‘cobs’  and  the  square,  oblong,  or  odd  shaped  blanks 
were  generally  heated  and  then  pounded  at  the  sides.  This  caused  them  to  bulge 
into  an  irregular  shape,  leaving  the  blank  thick  in  the  center  and  thin  towards 
the  edges.  When  pounded,  the  blanks  generally  split  at  the  sides  and  opened  into 
wide  cracks.  These  sometimes  run  from  the  edge  to  the  center  of  the  blank. 
The  hammer  blows  which  shaped  the  blanks  can  be  seen  and  arc  concave  as  if 
made  with  one’s  thumb  in  squeezing  flat  a piece  of  putty  or  clay  at  the  edges”  (10) 

Cob  coins  after  the  1750’s  are  generally  on  smaller  and  thicker  planchets  than  the 
earlier  pieces  struck  before  that  time. 

As  the  Century  progressed  toward  the  familiar  year,  1776,  certain  other  changes 
took  place  in  the  composition  of  the  mass  of  the  Colonial  coinage.  The  Colonies  became 
more  prosperous  and  the  increase  in  the  world  stocks  of  precious  metals  resulted  in  an 
overall  decrease  in  their  value.  We  are  familiar  with  a similar  phenomenon  today  when 
we  think  of  the  rise  in  the  cost  of  living,  and  the  cost  of  fine  coins.  As  a result,  there 
was  an  increasing  use  of  gold.  The  larger  pieces  were  Spanish  Doubloons,  or  Onzas,  of 
8 Escudos  and  the  Portuguese  Joes  and  Half  Joes.  The  2 Escudo  coins  were  called 
“pistoles,”  as  were  the  French  Louis  d’ors  on  occasion.  The  Portuguese  Moidore,  worth 
6 Pillar  Dollars,  was  also  popular.  The  presence  of  British  troops  incident  to  the 
Revolution  resulted  in  the  introduction  of  a large  quantity  of  Guineas  and  much  French 
gold  and  silver  also  came  into  circulation  after  Rochambcau’s  troops  landed  at  Newport 
in  1780. 

The  emphasis  so  far  on  large  coins  should  not  deter  the  Collector  from  devoting 
his  attention  to  the  smaller  issues.  We  still  use  the  terms  “Two  Bits”  and  “Four  Bits” 
today.  These  names  originally  referred  to  the  2 Real  and  4 Real  fractions  of  the  “piece  of 


eight”  Reals.  The  2 Real  coin  was  also  called  a “Pistareen.”  Needless  to  say,  these  pieces 
also  existed  in  Cob  and  milled  varieties  at  the  same  time.  The  Half  P>it  was  present  in 
quantity  too. 

In  forming  a collection  of  coins  of  the  type  in  common  use,  say  during  and  before 
the  Revolution,  there  is  another  point  that  must  be  noted.  Today  any  coin  found  in 
circulation  that  is  25  to  50  years  old  is  regarded  as  a curiosity  by  the  general  public, 
who  besiege  Dealers  with  phone  calls  about  the  rare  old  Liberty  Head  Nickels,  Quarters 
and  Dimes  in  “very  good”  condition  that  they  have  found.  Our  Colonial  ancestors  were 
much  more  respectful  of  their  hard  money  than  we  are  today  and  they  had  much  less 
of  it.  As  a result,  the  coins  lasted  a long  time.  It  would  be  a mistake  to  think  that  the 
coins  in  circulation  in  1776  bore  the  date  1776  or  any  other  even  near  that.  It  was  not 
at  all  unusual  to  find  coins  a century  or  more  old  in  active  use.  Moreover,  the  Colonists 
were  not  choosy  about  whether  their  hard  money  was  Uncirculated  or  not.  While  it  is 
always  pleasant  to  acquire  gem  specimens,  it  must  be  remembered  that  a truly  repre- 
sentative group  of  Colonial  coins  should  logically  include  examples  of  pieces  that  show 
normal  wear.  The  recognition  of  this  fact  has  more  importance  than  the  purely  historical. 
Gem  coins  are  always  in  high  demand  and  short  supply.  Fine  and  Very  Fine  coins  are 
proportionately  lower  in  price.  We  know  one  Collector  who  has  been  happily  at  work 
for  some  months  reproducing  his  own  “Castine  Hoard”,  using  the  A.  N.  S.  Monograph 
#100,  referred  to  above,  as  a guide.  The  Castine  coins  were  hardly  in  choice  condition. 

The  reader  will  find  a group  of  the  coin  types  just  discussed  listed  in  the  following 
pages.  We  will  naturally  be  pleased  if  he  is  moved  to  purchase  some  of  them.  At  the  same 
time,  we  wish  to  revert  once  more  to  the  thought  presented  earlier  in  this  article.  To 
achieve  the  greatest  satisfaction  from  your  collecting  activities,  we  recommend  that 
considerable  attention  be  given  to  backgound  reading.  There  is  a great  deal  of  coin 
lore  available  that  is  not  found  in  coin  books  alone.  Part  of  the  fun  comes  from  digging 
it  out  yourself.  Your  local  Library  will  be  glad  to  help  you.  We  have  been  able,  however, 
to  include  a few  helpful  volumes  among  the  Numismatic  books  at  the  end  of  our  List. 
If  any  Collector  wishes  advice  or  information  about  books  that  will  help  him  with  his 
study  of  the  factors  affecting  his  coins  of  the  American  Colonies,  we  will  he  glad  to  give 
him  advice.

THE  DEKADRACHMS  OF  SYRACUSE 

The  dies  for  the  two  Dekadrachms  below  were  cut  by  the  twTo  greatest 
medallic  artists  of  the  Ancient  World,  Kimon  and  Luaenetos.  Both  are  of 
equal  stature  as  artists,  although  preference  for  the  work  of  one  or  the  other 
is  frequently  a matter  of  personal  taste.  The  Dekadrachms  of  Syracuse  are 
referred  to  by  Dr.  B.  V.  Head  as,  “the  chef  d’oeuvres  of  the  art  of  coin  en- 
graving.” Lenorment  called  Euaenetos,  “the  Phedias”  of  coin  engraving.” 
Other  authorities  feel  that  Kimon’s  work  is  more  dignified  and  bold  than 
that  of  Euaenetos.  We  believe  that  trying  to  decide  which  of  these  men  is 
the  greater  artist  involves  a refinement  of  taste  that  few  Numismatists  ever 
have  the  chance  to  exercise.  The  Dekadrachms  of  either  will  continue  to 
hold  their  place  as  the  most  beautiful  coins  ever  produced.  We  feel  privileged 
to  be  able  to  offer  two  of  them  in  this  List.

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COMMENTS  ON  THE  RUSSIAN  RESTRIKES

A history  of  Russian  numismatics,  interpreted  through  the  literature  of  documentary 
and  archival  notes,  catalogues  and  books,  discloses  little  information  on  the  significance 
or  “raison  d’etre”  of  the  OFFICIAL  RESTRIKE,  or  NOYODEL.  Every  country  has  its 
restrikes  hut  the  Russian  coinage  is  replete  with  Novodels  in  all  metals.  The  pieces  are 
generally  found  in  breathtakingly  Uncirculated  or  Proof  condition,  but  brilliancy  alone 
was  not  the  main  attraction  that  endeared  these  coins  to  collectors  in  the  past.  Their 
charm  lay  in  the  excellent  die  work  and  precise  strikings  of  craftsmen  who  produced 
specimens  that,  by  and  large,  were  substitutes  for  the  rare  and  otherwise  unobtainable 
originals.  It  is  no  secret  that  restrikes,  through  their  appeal,  workmanship  and  an  accepted 
standing,  have  fetched  higher  prices  than  their  original  counterparts  in  auctions  over  the 
past  50  years. 

In  order  to  appreciate  the  role  of  the  novodel,  one  must  understand  its  links  with 
history,  with  the  coinage,  and  with  collectors  who  saw  in  them  tokens  of  Russia’s  origins, 
growth  and  development.  Russian  history  did  not  begin,  as  Vernadsky  and  others  have 
stressed,  with  the  traditional  calling  of  Rurik  to  rule  over  disorganized  East  Slavic  tribes 
in  862  A.D.  The  roots  and  material  culture  can  be  traced  to  Cimmerians,  Scythians, 
Sarmatians,  Goths  and  Huns  who  left  their  imprint  on  the  land.  In  remote  times  coinage 
was  unknown.  A system  of  barter  with  furs,  cattle  and  pieces  of  tanned  hides  prevailed 
until  replaced  by  silver  ingots  (Grivnas)  and  halved  ingots  (Rubles)  in  the  11th  to  13th 
Centuries.  The  Tartar  invasions  of  1237-1240  and  the  Tartar  hold  over  Russian  territory 
for  240  years  led  to  the  first  true  coinage,  that  of  “wire”  money,  about  1375,  to  meet 
tax  assessments  on  the  population.  Great  Novgorod  and  Pskov,  important  commercial 
towns,  initially  coined  in  1410  and  1420  but  “wire”  money,  along  with  foreign  taler> 
(Jefimki),  remained  in  vogue  until  Peter  the  Great’s  reforms. 

Collections,  or  “cabinets”,  of  coins,  armor  and  curiosities  of  Russia’s  past  began  to 
appear  in  strength  toward  the  late  17th  and  early  18th  Centuries.  W e hear  of  1.147  coins 
owned  by  Pdshop  Feodor  of  the  Voskressensk  Monastery.  The  Boyer  Saltikov,  the 
merchant  princes  Babushkin  and  Meller,  Fieldmarshal  James  William  Bruce  and  Baron 
Andrew  Osterman  are  known  to  have  amassed  notable  collections.  A cabinet  of  Peter 
the  Great  himself  is  itemized  in  O.  P Belyaev’s  book  in  1800. 

Succeeding  decades  saw  cabinets  formed  by  nobility  and  such  high  government 
personages  as  A.  Volinsky,  P.  Musin-Pushkin,  Chancellor  Rumyantsev,  Senators  F.  A. 
Tolstoi  and  P.  A.  Severin  (no  relation),  Krug,  Chertkov,  the  Princes  Dolgoruky  and 
Gagarin,  numismatists  Chaudoir  and  Schubert,  the  Duke  of  Leuchtenberg  and  I.  I. 
Reichel  whose  vast  collection  of  46,575  pieces  was  first  published  in  1842  and  absorbed  into 
d'he  Hermitage  after  his  death  in  1856.  The  latter  day  Collections  of  Gustave  Klingcrt, 
Count  Ivan  Tolstoi  and  others  were  dispersed  by  German  firms,  notably  Adolph  Hess 
and  Egger  Bros,  from  1905  to  1934.  Lastly,  the  tremendous  Grand  Duke  Mikhailovich 
collection  of  silver  and  copper  coins,  medals  and  jetons  still  awaits  a worthy  resting  place. 

As  cabinets  grew,  the  need  for  restrikes  became  increasingly  evident  since  many 
coins  were  exceedingly  rare,  or  virtually  non-existent.  Influential  collectors  had  suc- 
cessfully petitioned  Empress  Catherine  II  to  order  the  re-striking  of  rarities  from  the 
original  dies.  Demand  for  restikes  in  time  caused  them  to  be  stuck  from  new,  freshly 
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engraved  dies  that  differed  in  many  respects  from  originals  and  confused  serious  student*. 
Coin  collecting  grew  apace  and  not  only  the  nobleman,  statesman  or  rich  merchant  could 
secure  novodels  but  any  private  citizen  had  the  right  to  order  them  for  a nominal  fee. 
Abuses  of  this  privilege  were  of  great  concern  to  numismatists  and  action  by  the  Grand 
Duke  George  Mikhailovich  in  1890  resulted  in  the  total  abolition  of  official  restrikes. 

Apart  from  the  abuses  of  the  privilege  and  the  dissimilarity  from  the  originals,  these 
restrikes  have  occupied  an  accepted  place  in  Russian  numismatics.  The  following  pieces 
are  high  on  the  list  of  the  most  eagerly  sought  of  the  novodels  : 

1.  The  quarter  Ruble  and  necessity  Ruble  of  Alexei  Mikhailovich,  dated  1654. 

2.  Gold  double  Ducats. 

3.  Peter  the  Great’s  diamond-shaped  beard  Tokens  of  1725. 

4.  I he  silver  two  Rubles  1722  and  1726,  struck  for  Peter  and  his  consort  Catherine  T. 

5.  Catherine  Ps  copper  Grivennik  of  1726  and  plate  money  for  1725-1727. 

6.  The  Hedlinger  Ruble  of  Anna,  1736. 

7.  1 he  array  of  restrikes  assigned  to  Catherine  IT,  including  her  late  dated  Rubles, 
the  Pugachev  Ruble  of  1771,  copper  novodels  of  1796  and  almost  complete  strik- 
ings  of  the  distinctive  Siberian  copper  series  for  1763  to  1781. 

8.  Paul  I’s  Ruble  restrikes  of  1796,  with  Eagle  and  inscribed  tablet. 

9.  Alexander  Ps  Patterns  by  Leberecht  and  Lialin,  showing  a bare,  leonine  head, 
or  bust,  in  the  uniform  of  the  Preobrazhensky  Guards. 

10.  The  few  rubles  of  Constantine  and  Nicholas  I,  dated  1825  and  1845. 

Collectors  possessing  any  of  the  above  mentioned  restrikes,  as  well  as  many  others, 
unlisted  here  owing  to  space  limitations  may  feel  that  their  collections  have  been  truly 
enriched.  But  a word  of  warning  is  in  order.  The  Collector  must  not  confuse  the  novodel 
with  worthless  cast  copies  that,  unfortunately,  are  all  too  common. 

In  closing,  a word  or  two  about  medal  restrikes  that  are  deserving  of  greater 
popularity  is  in  order.  They  depict  a broad  selection  of  Russia’s  Princes,  Czars,  Statesmen 
and  events  of  local  or  national  importance.  Many  were  reproductions  of  earlier  work  or 
made  with  re-engraved  dies.  They  are  fully  reported  in  the  pages  of  Iversen  and  Smirnov.

WALLENSTEIN 

Albrecht  Wenceslas  Eusebius  of  Waldstein,  or  Wallenstein,  the  name  under  which 
he  is  better  known,  was  a wealthy  Bohemian  nobleman  of  vast  talents  and  limitless 
ambition.  One  of  the  greatest  military  minds  of  the  17th  Century,  he  reached  the  cx- 
haulted  rank  of  Commander  in  Chief  of  the  Imperial  Armies  during  the  Thirty  Years 
War.  In  1625  he  was  created  Duke  of  Friedland  and  before  that  had  won  the  coveted 
Order  of  the  Golden  Fleece.  Later  the  Emperor  also  gave  him  the  rich  Duchies  of  Sagan 
and  Mecklenburg.  His  accumulation  of  honors  only  served  to  wet  his  appetite  for 
more.  He  aspired  to  the  Crown  of  Bohemia  and  perhaps  even  coveted  the  Imperial 
Diadem  itself.  To  further  this  ambition,  he  negotiated  with  the  Swedes  and  moved  his 
Headquarters  to  Eger,  on  the  Saxon  border,  in  order  to  be  in  a better  position  to  use  the 
help  of  the  Swedish  Army  in  carrying  out  a coup  d'etat. 
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Up  to  the  final  moment  it  appeared  that  Wallenstein’s  plot  had  every  chance  of 
success.  He  delayed  putting  it  into  execution  on  the  advice  of  his  astrologer.  Seni,  who 
was  in  the  pay  of  the  Imperial  Court.  Aware  of  the  plot,  the  Emperor  Ferdinand  II  sent 
a picked  group  to  Eger,  which  on  February  25,  1634,  assassinated  the  Field  Marshal  and 
his  principal  Generals.  The  question  of  his  guilt,  or  innocence,  has  intrigued  historians 
and  novelists  for  generations. 

\\  hen  Wallenstein’s  Estates  in  Bohemia  were  raised  to  the  rank  of  Duchy  of 
Friedland,  he  was  granted  the  right  to  strike  coins  by  the  Emperor.  His  later  Duchies 
also  carried  rights  of  coinage.  Although  he  struck  vast  quantities  of  gold  and  silver  in 
his  tw'o  mints  of  Jicin  and  Sagan,  all  his  coins  are  extremely  rare  today.  Their  rarity 
can  he  explained  by  the  fact  that  they  were  systematically  melted  down  on  the  orders  of 
the  Emperor.  We  are  privileged  to  offer  below  two  exceptionally  fine  examples  of  Wallen- 
stein’s Talers.
